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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record, including 4,920,351 , does not show, teach or fairly 
suggest a waveguide diplexing and filtering device and method therefor comprising an 
enclosure, common channel and port and receiving a microwave signal having at least 
two different frequencies of upper and lower frequencies and the lower frequency 
including two polarities, side channel and side port in the enclosure for cutting off the 
lower frequency and allowing the upper frequency to propagate, a main channel 
terminating at a main port formed in the enclosure, at least one waveguide iris element 
mounted in the main channel for filtering the higher frequency and allowing the lower 
frequency to pass through the iris and propagating along the main channel and main 
port, all arranged as claimed.
